Domestic  usage  of  flaxseed  during  the  1940-Ul  marketing  year  wa^^'bliD  iMf^tSz  m 
tv/clve  years  o,nd  reflected  the  expansion  in  industrial  o.ctivity,  and  sharply  increased 
demand  for  linseed  oil,  according  to  the  Eederal-State  Market  Newr,  Service  Dis- 
appearance amounted  to  around  3Si95^»000  iDushcls,  comioared  with  31>7^9>000  "bushels 
the  -previous  season,  and  an  avero.ge  of  27,003>000  l)ushols  during  the  previous  ten- 
year  period.     In  other  recent  years  disappearance  varied  materially  from  a  low  point 
of  is",  52-!  ,  000  TDushels  in  193'2-33  to  a  high  of  UU, 766,000  oushols  in  1927-28. 


Domestic  crushings  during  the  19^0-Ul  season  were  rilf^cod  at  3^,6^0,000  "bushels, 
comrpared  with  30,078,000  "bushels  in  1939-^0,  .and  the  previous  tcn-5-ea.r  average  of 
25»5S7>700  hushels.     Slightly  less  than  2,000,000  "bushels  v.-ere  used  for  seed,  or 
a'Dout  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  "but  somewhat  a"bovG  the  recent  average.  Despite 
the  increased  usage,  carr^z-ovor  stocks  at  July  1st  were  relatively  heavy  a.nd  totaled 
7,372,000  "bushels,  agsAnst  3?911jOOO  hushels  at  the  corresponding  date  last  j'-ear, 
and  2,656,^00  "bushels  the  previous  ten-year  average. 

Increased  domestic  uscago  this  season  was  largely'"  of  Araorico,n  seed,   supplies  of 
which  v.rere  unusually  hoa,vy.     Imports  of  foreign  seed  were  the  smallest  since  the 
1932-33  crop  year,  and  totaled  11,198,000  "bushels  against  13,212,000  "bushels  in 
1939-^'-0,  and  15,88^,900  "bushels  the  o.veragc  for  the  previous  ten  years. 


Domestic  production  of  linseed  oil  increased  a'bout  22  percent  com-oared  v;ith  the 
previous  year,  and  totaled  707,l6U,000  pounds.     This,  together  with  132,8^0,000 
pounds  carried  over  from  the  previous  year,  and  imports  of  70,000  pounds,  points  to 
total  supplies  of  8i-l-0, 07^- , 000  pounds.  Stocks  at  the  close  of  the  year  v;erc  placed  at 
150, 93^ » 000  pounds,  indicating  a  totol  disappearance  of  689,138,000  pounds,  including 
esqports  of  5,2b2,000  pounds,  factory  consumption  of  i-l-52, 376, 000  pounds,  and  other 
domestic  disappearance  of  231,500,000  pounds.     This  compares  with  the  I939-U0  dis- 
vappearance  of ^57,6, US5> 000  pounds,  vmich  included  exports  of  U,h51,000,  factory  con- 
suiTiption  of  3bl,U01,000,  o,nd  other  domestic  disa-irnearance  of  2i0, 533,000  pounds.
